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We came in here last night to explore the rumor of an old 
whaling station here only to find this morning that tt ts im- 
posstblé to clear customs. We cannot go ashoré without first 
visiting Grand Turk for which we do not have time. Both crew 
ané local inhabttants are disappotnted. Instead, we head for 
sand Cay to the South where we hear whales are often found, 
Keeping to the shallows around that deserted tsland much as 
“a o Off the banks. 

This week has been a ge 3 gresuetive one. A survey of both 
Silver and Navidad shows ta large number of whales 
has arrtved. Navidad interestingly had a higher density 
than Stlver; Mouchdotr had none. No calves yet; the 
whales Aare tn pairs or threes, usually but some targer 
groups ave Stitt to be found. 

We spent most. of Saturday following them about the 
western edge of Silver Bank Photographing their antics 
and observing benavtor. hy alate Le lobtatling, and breach- 
ing were alt clearly observed. 

There are lots songs now, too, ~— some very loud, 
others further . We-have been able-to get clear record~ 
ings with which to compare last year's.
